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To  the  Chainnan  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee 
of  the  County  Council. 

The  birth-rate  of  the  County  in  1933  was  13*95  per  1,000  of  population, 
which  is  lower  than  has  hitherto  been  recorded  and  *45  per  1,000  below  the 
birth-rate  of  England  and  Wales  during  the  same  period. 

The  general  death-rate,  12*23,  is  almost  identical  with  that  of  the  preceding 
year  and  slightly  above  the  average  of  the  last  ten  years.  The  death-rate 
of  England  and  Wales  in  1933  was  12*3. 

The  rate  of  infantile  mortality  in  the  County  continues  to  show  a low 
and  satisfactory  figure,  viz.,  49*13  per  1,000  births,  which  is  slightly  below 
the  average  of  the  last  ten  years  and  15  below  the  rate  in  England  and  Wales 
during  1933. 

The  number  of  notifications  of  scarlet  fever  in  1933  was  471  compared 
with  an  average  of  403  in  the  preceding  ten  years  ; the  total  mortality  from 
this  disease  and  the  case  mortality  were  both  low.  The  number  of  notifications 
of  diphtheria  was  only  106,  which  is  well  below  the  average  of  150  during  the 
preceding  ten  years  ; the  total  mortality  from  this  disease  and  the  case  mortality 
were  low  although  higher  than  for  scarlet  fever,  as  is  usual.  4 cases  of  enteric 
fever  were  notified  in  1933,  the  average  number  for  the  preceding  ten  years 
was  14. 

The  following  report  gives  the  vital  statistics  for  the  County,  together 
with  a brief  record  of  the  various  Public  Health  services  administered  by  the 
Public  Health  Committee  and,  as  a matter  of  convenience,  includes  a few 
particulars  regarding  the  work  of  other  Committees  and  Authorities. 

In  regard  to  the  work  for  which  I am  personally  responsible,  I gratefully 
acknowledge  the  support  given  me  by  the  various  Committees  and  the  willing 
assistance  which  I have  always  received  from  the  staff  in  every  Department 
of  the  County  Council,  from  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  County  Districts  and 
from  the  Secretaries  of  the  Autonomous  Education  Authorities.

Since  1896,  the  rate  of  infantile  mortality  in  this  County,  though  subject 
to  aimual  fluctuations  of  considerable  range,  has  shown  on  the  whole  a steady 
fall.  The  quinquennial  rates  were  107  for  1896-1900,  90  for  1901-1905,  78  for 
1906-1910,  71  for  1911-1915,  62  for  1916-1920,  54  for  1921-1925,  48  for 
1926-1930,  41  for  1931,  45  for  1932,  while  the  rate  for  1933  was  49.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

By  the  middle  of  1918  arrangements  were  made  for  carrying  out  a scheme 
of  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work  in  those  parts  of  the  Administrative 
County  not  already  covered  by  independent  municipal  or  voluntary  action,  and 
shortly  afterwards  a commencement  had  been  made  throughout  the  greater 
part  of  the  County. 

The  arrangements  sanctioned  by  the  Berkshire  County  Council  provide 
for  : — 

1.  Home  visitation  of 

(a)  Expectant  mothers. 

(b)  Infants  and  children  under  school  age. 
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Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 


2.  Hospital  accommodation  for  lying-in. 

Grants  are  made  to  the  Royal  Berkshire  Hospital,  Reading,  the 
Radcliffe  Infirmary,  Oxford,  and  the  King  Edward  VII  Hospital,  Windsor, 
based  on  the  number  of  patients  suffering  from  abnormal  conditions 
associated  with  pregnancy  who  were  admitted  during  the  year  to  the 
several  hospitals  from  that  portion  of  the  County  administered  by  the 
County  Council  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  purposes.

3.  Grants  to  Nursing  Associations  providing  midwives  or  monthly 

nurses. 

4.  Payment  of  midwives  in  necessitous  cases. 

5.  Treatment  in  Hospitals  and  Convalescent  Homes  of  children  under 

school  age. 

6.  Maternity  and  Infant  Welfare  Centres  and  Clinics. 

7.  Provision  of  facilities  for  a second  opinion  in  the  case  of  patients 

suffering  from  serious  complications  associated  with  pregnancy, 
when  requested  by  the  doctor  in  attendance.  During  1933  a 
consultant  was  called  in  on  four  occasions. 

8.  The  fee  for  a bacteriological  examination  made  at  the  instance  of  the 

consultant  is  also  payable. 

In  all  the  areas  where  there  are  nurse-midwives  working  for  the  County 
Nursing  Association,  with  the  exception  of  Abingdon,  and  the  parishes  of  East 
Challow,  Charlton,  Letcombe  Basset,  Letcombe  Regis  and  Grove,  the  Health 
Visiting  is  done  by  these  women,  and  their  Superintendent  reports  to  me  each 
week.  Whole-time  Health  Visitors  have  been  appointed  by  the  County 
Council  for  the  remainder  of  the  County.

ORTHOPAEDIC  CLINICS. 

Cluiics  for  the  treatment  of  cripples  have  been  opened  at  Sandhurst, 
Wokingham,  Wallingford,  Wantage,  Newbury,  Windsor  and  Maidenhead. 
They  are  worked  in  connection  with  the  Wingfield-Morris  Orthopedic  Hospital 
at  Headington,  near  Oxford,  but  are  under  the  management  of  local  Voluntary 
Committees,  incidental  expenses  being  met  by  private  donations  and  funds 
derived  from  entertainments,  as  well  as  contributions  from  the  Red  Cross 
and  patients’  payments. 

The  Public  Health  Committee  pays  for  the  maintenanee  of  crippled 
children  whilst  undergoing  treatment  in  the  Wingfield-Morris  Orthopaedic 
Hospital  and  during  1933  seven  children  under  5 years  of  age  were  admitted 
to  the  Hospital. 

The  County  Council  make  a grant  of  £100  to  the  Wingfield-Morris  Hospital 
towards  their  clinic  expenses.  Four-fifths  of  this  grant  is  charged  to  the 
Education  Committee  and  the  remainder  to  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Sub-Committee.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Notification. — The  number  of  primary  notifications  received  during 
the  year  under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1912,  was  229. 
Of  this  number  183  were  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  46  were  cases 
of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

The  total  number  of  notified  cases  shews  a decrease.

Mortality. — The  number  of  deaths  registered  from  all  forms  of  Tuber- 
culosis was  137,  viz.  : — Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  111  and  Non-Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  26.  Of  the  137  persons  certified  as  having  died  from  Tuberculosis, 
18  had  not  been  previously  notified,  22  died  within  1 month  of  notification, 
and  22  died  within  6 months  of  notification. 

The  death  rate  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  0-5  per  1,000  estimated 
population  ; and  from  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  OTl. 

Table  II  gives  the  number  and  age  grouping  of  all  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis 
and  of  all  deaths  from  the  disease  during  the  year  1933.

INSTITUTIONAL  TREATMENT. 

Institutional  treatment  is  provided  by  the  Council  at  the  following 
Institutions  : — 

Berks  and  Bucks  Joint  Sanatorium  at  Peppard  Common. — The  number  of 
beds  available  for  Berkshire  patients  is  30  for  men,  22  for  women  and  30  for 
children. 

Medical  Officer  in  charge  . . . Dr.  Esther  Carling. 

Assistant  Medical  Officer  ...  Dr.  W.  Tozer. 

During  the  year  69  adults  were  admitted  and  69  discharged,  viz.  : — 
\H  disease  quiescent,  32  improved,  14  no  material  improvement  and  5 died. 

Sanatorium.  School. — 18  children  were  admitted  and  13  were  discharged. 
All  ffurris  of  Tuberculosis  are  admitted,  the  majority  being  cases  of  glandular 
diseases  The  results  of  treatment  are  very  good  ; delicate  and  frail  children 
increasing  greatly  in  weight  and  their  general  health  improving ; also  glandular 
(;niargernent  showing  marked  decrease.  The  children  are  kept  under  observa- 
tion at  the  (Jlinics  on  their  discharge  from  the  Sanatorium. 


Institutional  Treatment. 
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Abingdon  Hospital  Sanatorium. — There  are  20  beds  available,  12  for  males 
and  8 for  females.  Two  extra  beds  are  provided  by  means  of  shelters  if 
required.  Dr.  Preston,  Medical  Officer  to  the  Abingdon  Joint  Hospital,  attends 
daily.  This  Sanatorium  is  used  mostly  for  advanced  cases. 

During  the  year  45  patients  were  admitted  and  48  were  discharged  with 
the  following  results  : — 4 quiescent,  15  improved,  8 no  material  improvement, 
19  died  in  the  Sanatorium  and  2 were  found  not  to  be  tuberculous. 

Wingfield-AI orris  Orthopcedic  Hospital,  Headington. — 13  patients  were 
admitted  suffering  from  tuberculous  disease  of  bones  and  joints.  15  patients 
were  discharged,  viz.  : — 10  disease  quiescent,  3 improved  and  2 were  not 
tuberculous. 

Clinics  are  held  by  the  Surgeons  in  charge  of  this  Hospital  in  various 
parts  of  the  County  and  cases  discharged  from  the  Hospital  attend  these  clinics. 

Tuberculosis  Dispensaries  are  held  at  the  following  places  : — 

Reading,  Shire  Hall,  1st  and  3rd  Wednesdays  in  the  month  and  every 
Saturday,  10 — 1 p.m. 

Abingdon,  Sanatorium,  2nd  and  4th  Wednesdays  in  the  month,  1 — 4 p.m. 

Maidenhead,  Town  Hall,  4th  Monday  in  the  month,  1 — 4 p.m. 

Xewbury,  Oddfellows’  Institute,  2nd  Thursday  in  the  month,  1 — 4 p.m. 

Wantage,  Cottage  Hospital,  1st  Tuesday  in  the  month,  1 — 4 p.m. 

Windsor,  Church  Rooms,  Church  Street,  1st  Thursday  in  the  month, 
1 — 4 p.m. 

Wokingham,  Town  Hall,  3rd  Thursday  in  the  month,  1 — 4 p.m. 

During  the  year  402  “New  Cases  ” and  202  “ Contacts  ” were  examined. 
175  were  diagnosed  as  tuberculous,  42  were  kept  under  observation  as  doubtful 
cases,  and  387  were  not  considered  to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  at  the  Dispensaries  was  1,663. 

Home  Supervision. — Patients  are  visited  periodically  by  the  Tuberculosis 
Officers,  Health  Visitors  and  District  Nurses.  During  the  year  3,075  visits 
were  paid  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officers,  2,910  by  the  Health  Visitors  and  District 
Nurses. 

Home  Sursing. — All  patients  requiring  nursing  and  daily  attention  are 
referred  to  the  local  Nursing  Associations  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer.  Nine 
new  cases  were  sent  to  the  local  Nursing  Associations  during  the  year. 

Nursing  appliances  such  as  air  rings,  water  beds,  spinal  carriages,  etc., 
are  lent  to  patients  as  required.  These  appliances  are  obtained  from  the 
British  Red  Cross  Society  at  a nominal  charge. 

Extra  nourishment  has  been  supplied  to  patients  by  the  Public  Assistance 
Committee,  United  Services  Fund  and  British  Red  Cross  Society. 

Open-air  shelters  are  available  for  patients’  use  at  their  homes. 
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Institutional  Treatment. 


The  demand  for  these  shelters  has  decreased.  This  is  due  to  the  improved 
housing  conditions. 

Treatment. — Artificial  Pneumo-thorax  refills  were  continued  at  the  homes 
of  9 patients,  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officers.  5 patients  showed  material 
improvement  and  4 patients  did  not  improve. 

Ten  patients  were  treated  with  Sanocrysin  ; 6 showed  material  improve- 
ment and  4 no  improvement. 

Surgical  appliances  were  supplied  to  20  patients.  These  appliances  are 
obtained  from  the  Workshops  in  connection  with  the  Wingfield-Morris 
Orthopaedic  Hospital. 

X-ray  examinations  were  made  at  the  Berks  and  Bucks  Joint  Sanatorium 
and  the  Wingfield-Morris  Orthopaedic  Hospital.  73  patients  were  X-rayed. 

Sputum  Examinations. — Specimens  are  examined  free  of  charge  for  the 
general  practitioners,  and  outfits  for  the  collections  of  specimens  are  supplied. 

494  specimens  were  examined,  95  giving  a positive  result. 

Public  Health  {Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  and  Public 
Health  Act,  1925,  Section  62. — No  action  was  necessary.

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EPIDEMIC  DEATH-RATE,  1933. 

(Per  1,000  of  Estimated  Civil  Population). 

Prior  to  1910  the  diseases  grouped  together  in  the  Registrar  General’s 
Annual  Summarv  under  the  term  “ Principal  Epidemic  Diseases,”  were 
smallpox,  measles,  scarlet  fever,  whooping  cough,  diphtheria,  ‘‘  fever  ” 
(including  typhus,  enteric,  and  simple  continued  fever),  and  diarrhoea.  In  1910 
enteric  fever  was  substituted  for  the  heading  “ fever,”  and  in  the  Annual 
Summaries  for  1911  and  subsequent  years  the  mortality  figures  for  these  diseases 
considered  as  a group,  have  been  omitted.  Another  alteration  which  was  made 
in  the  Summarv  for  1911  was  the  substitution  of  deaths  from  diarrhoea  and 
enteritis  under  2 years  for  deaths  from  diarrhoea  at  all  ages,  and  in  the  Annual 
Summaries  since  1912  the  mortality  figure  for  diarrhoea  and  enteritis  calculated 
upon  the  population  of  all  ages  is  not  given,  but  a rate  per  1,000  births. 

For  purposes  of  comparison  it  is  convenient  to  group  the  commoner 
epidemic  diseases  in  a single  table,  and  for  the  same  reason  I have  given  the 
total  epidemic  death-rate  for  each  District.

INCIDENCE  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Smallpox. 

No  cases  of  smallpox  were  notified  during  the  past  year.  Eight  cases 
were  notified  in  1928,  three  in  1923  and  one  case  in  1911.  Prior  to  this 
no  case  of  smrdlpox  had  been  notified  in  Berkshire  since  1905,  when  there 
was  one  case.  In  1904  no  case  was  notified.  The  number  in  1903  was  13, 
and  in  1902,  33. 

Measles  and  Oehman  Measles. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  (Measles  and 
German  Measles)  Regulations,  1915,  the  notification  of  both  measles  and 
German  measles  became  compulsory  from  1st  January,  1916,  and  remained  in 
force  until  31st  December,  1919,  from  which  date  it  was  rescinded. 

Chicken-pox. 

This  disease  has  not  been  compulsorily  notifiable  in  any  district  in  Berkshire 
since  the  early  part  of  1910.

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever  (Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis). 

This  disease  was  made  compulsorily  notifiable  as  from  September  1st,  1912. 
Up  to  the  end  of  1914  only  one  case  had  been  notified,  but  23  cases,  18  of  which 
were  fatal,  were  notified  during  1915,  10,  including  8 fatal  cases,  during  1916, 
11,  including  5 fatal  cases,  in  1917,  6,  including  4 fatal  cases,  in  1918  ; one 
other  death  was  certified  during  1918  as  due  to  cerebro- spinal  fever,  but  the 
case  was  not  notified,  4,  including  1 fatal  case,  in  1919,  1 case  which  proved 
fatal  was  notified  in  1920,  4 fatal  cases  in  1921,  of  which  only  2 were  notified, 
3 fatal  cases  in  1922,  of  which  only  1 was  notified,  2 fatal  cases  in  1923,  neither 
of  which  was  notified,  1 fatal  case  in  1924  which  was  not  notified,  2 fatal  cases 
in  1925  of  which  only  1 was  notified,  4,  including  2 fatal  cases,  in  1926,  1 case 
which  proved  fatal,  was  notified  in  1927,  4 cases  in  1928,  all  of  which  proved 
fatal,  2 cases  in  1929,  one  of  which  proved  fatal,  2 cases  in  1930,  one  of  which 
proved  fatal,  4 fatal  cases  in  1931,  of  which  only  3 were  notified,  4 cases  in 
1932,  3 of  which  proved  fatal,  and  4 cases  in  1933,  2 of  which  proved  fatal. 

Influenza. 

During  1933,  128  deaths  were  certified  as  due  to  influenza  ; the  average 
number  in  the  preceding  10  years  was  70. 

Diarrhoea. 

During  the  ten  years  1923  to  1932  the  average  number  of  deaths  under  two 
years  of  ag(}  from  fliarrhoeal  diseases  was  10  per  annum  in  the  whole  County, 
giving  a rat(;  of  3-28  y)er  1,000  births.  In  1933  there  were  4 deaths.

Ten  cases  were  notified  during  1926,  twenty  in  1927,  seventeen  in 
1928,  twenty-one  in  1929,  sixteen  in  1930,  eighteen  in  1931,  three  in  1932, 
and  sixteen  in  1933. 


Erysipelas. 

Forty-six  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  1933 ; the  average 
number  of  notifications  during  the  preceding  ten  years  was  41. 

Tuberculous  Diseases.

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  (inflammation  of  the  eyes  of  newly-born  infants) 
was  made  compulsorily  notifiable  from  1st  April,  1914. 

During  the  year  1933  ten  cases  were  notified  in  the  County,  compared 
with  an  average  of  twelve  during  the  preceding  ten  years.

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

A scheme  made  by  the  County  Council  under  Section  63  of  the  Local 
Government  Act,  1929,  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  November, 
1933,  but  the  scheme  as  a whole  has  not  yet  been  approved,  as  certain  details 
are  still  under  discussion.  I have,  therefore,  omitted  the  usual  tabular 
statement  of  accommodation  from  my  report. 

With  regard  to  smallpox,  the  scheme  made  by  the  County  Council 
contemplates  that  inhabitants  of  County  Districts  in  Berkshire  suffering 
from  smallpox  shall  be  received  for  treatment  into  the  Smallpox  Hospital 
provided  by  the  Reading  Town  Council  and,  although  the  scheme  as  a whole 
has  not  yet  been  approved  by  the  Minister,  he  has  intimated  to  the  County 
Council  that  no  objection  will  be  raised  to  the  Council  entering  into  an  agree- 
ment with  the  Reading  Town  Council  without  waiting  for  the  approval  of  the 
scheme.  The  Hospital  is  now  open  and  available  for  the  reception  of  patients 
from  the  County  Districts  in  Berkshire.

INFANT  LIFE  PROTECTION. 

On  the  1st  April,  1930,  the  County  Council,  through  their  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Sub-Committee,  became  the  Authority  for  the  administration 
of  Part  1 of  the  Children  Act,  1908,  for  the  whole  of  the  administrative  County 
with  the  exception  of  the  Boroughs  of  Maidenhead,  Newbury  and  New  Windsor. 

Part  I of  the  Act,  as  amended  by  Part  V of  the  Children  and  Young 
Persons  Act,  1932,  deals  with  infant  life  protection  and  provides  for  the 
notification  and  supervision  of  children  under  nine  years  of  age  who  are 
received  for  gain  by  foster  parents. 

The  Infant  Protection  Officers  (usually  the  Relieving  Officers)  who  had 
jjreviously  carried  out  the  duties  under  the  Poor  Law  Guardians  were  retained 
m office,  but  in  addition  the  Health  Visitors  are  now  required  to  visit  each 
child  once  in  three  months  and  more  frequently  when  conditions  are  not 
satisfactory. 

At  the  end  of  December,  1933,  there  were  160  children  on  the  register.

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  (CONSOLIDATION)  ACT,  1915. 

Eleven  notices,  affecting  14  farms,  were  received  during  the  year  of  samples 
of  milk  which  were  infected  with  tubercle  bacilli  and  had  been  taken  by  the 
officers  of  Sanitary  Authorities  and  were  alleged  to  have  been  produced  at 
farms  in  Berkshire.  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  4 of  the 
above  Act  under  which  these  cases  are  reported  to  the  County  Medical  Officer, 
the  cowkeeper  concerned  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  local 
authority  of  the  district  in  which  the  infected  sample  is  taken,  are  given  formal 
notice  of  the  date  and  time  when  an  examination  of  the  herd  will  be  made 
by  the  Veterinary  Inspector. 

On  the  14  farms  dealt  with  during  the  year,  eight  cov/s  were  found  to 
be  tuberculous,  one  on  each  of  four  different  farms,  and  two  on  two  other 
farms,  and  were  slaughtered.  At  one  other  farm  it  was  found  on  enquiry  that 
a cow  had  been  disposed  of  after  the  date  of  the  sampling.  In  the  remaining 
seven  cases  it  was  not  po.ssible  to  discover  the  animals  responsible  for  the 
infection. 
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Midwives  Acts. 


THE  MIDWIVES  ACTS,  1902,  1918  AND  1926. 

Inspection  of  Mid  wives. 

During  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1933,  153  women  gave  notice  of 
their  intention  to  practise  as  Mid  wives  in  the  County  ; of  this  number  14  moved 
out  of  the  Count}^  2 ceased  to  practise,  leaving  137  on  the  register  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Of  these  103  were  working  under  Nursing  Associations,  in  Public  Assistance 
Institutions  or  other  Hospitals,  1 was  maintained  by  an  estate  owner  and 
33  were  working  on  their  own  account. 

The  routine  inspections  numbered  386. 

Midwives  belonging  to  the  County  Nursing  Association  are  inspected  by 
their  own  Superintendent,  Miss  G.  R.  Skinner,  who  has  been  appointed  by  the 
County  Council  as  “ Superintendent  of  Health  Visitors  and  Midwives  through- 
out the  area  of  the  County  covered  by  the  Association.”
